Margaret Howe for her 
generous cheque donation to the Nature 
Reserve. Thanks! 


Thanks also to Doug Hughes for the 
plants from his garden and pond; it's very 
nice to see people interested in the country¬ 
side and the nature reserve in particular. I 
love to stop and talk to people, even if it's just 
"hello", so please speak to me if you want to, 
don't be shy. 

This month sees the House Martins, Swal¬ 
lows and Swifts starting to congregate in 
large groups ready for their long journey 
back to Africa, after having spent the sum¬ 
mer here breeding. Hopefully they'll make it 
back next year. It's been an incredible year at 
the reserve for bird species, as you'll see 
soon, with lots of families of birds being 
raised. 


There are also lots of butterflies in and 


around the hedgerows - Gatekeepers, Large 
Whites, Skippers, Peacocks, and Small Tor¬ 
toiseshells. What with butterflies, birds and 


small mammals, what a superb habitat a 
hedgerow makes for wildlife to live in. 

It's very nice to see the bench at the top 
end of the reserve being used. I'm trying to 
get another one or possibly two benches, but 
they are quite dear (£350 will cover the 
bench and base) so if anyone has that sort of 
money knocking about, why not buy a bench 


and have your name put on it? 

Last month, I mentioned three small dog 


signs at the reserve; well, two have now been 
broken off and have disappeared. I have 
been told who has done it, by a walker in the 
area, but this person won't be a witness, so 
there's nothing I can do about it.

Wildlife Trust 

Step out along the Ouse 
Valley Way 
walk for Wildlife 

Have you ever walked along 
the beautiful Ouse valley Way in 
Autumn looking at the spectacu¬ 
lar sea.sonal colours and the flocks 
of migrant birds? 

Whatever the answer, the Wildlife Trust for Beds & 
Cambs. is issuing a challenge to local organizations and 
individuals to come and join them on an autumnal 
sponsored walk on Sunday 10th October. There is a 
choice of 3 or 10 miles, including a nature trail. 

It will not be just another sponsored walk, as the 
purpose is for the walkers to have some fun, get some 
exercise and learn a little more about wildlife and 
habitats, whilst on the move! The Ouse Valley Way has 
been created by Huntingdonshire District Council with 
the assistance of local volunteers. 

The sponsorship money raised by walkers will go 
towards protecting endangered species such as otters, 
dormice and wild orchids. It will also assist in the Trust's 
management of its 86 reserves in Bedfordshire & Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Both walks commence with registration at Paxton 
Pits nature reserve, near St. Neots. Then the walkers are 
taken by coach to either Buckden Marina ( family 3 mile 
walk ) or Houghton Mill (10 mile walk) for the return 
journey along the Ouse Valley Way. 

"We want as many people as possible from all over 
Bedfordshire and Cambridgeshire to come and join this 
sponsored walk for wildlife and to raise as much money 
as possible for local wildlife", said Moya Winter, Fund¬ 
raising manager for the Wildlife Trust, " but most of all 
we want the walkers to enjoy the scenery and have a 
great day out." 

So why not make a date in your diary to go along and 
walk for wildlife - step out along the Ouse Valley Way.
